NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 15 th March 1961 

S.O. 540.—In pursuance of clause (a) of section 4 of the Two-Member 
Constituencies (Abolition) Act, 1961, the Election Commission hereby publishes 
its proposals in regard to the matters mentioned in section 3 of the Act as res¬ 
pects the State of Assam, and specifies the 10th April, 1961, ds the date on or 
after which the proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these proposals should reach the 
Secretary of the Election Commission (I, Aurangzeb Road, New Delhi-il) before 
the said date. It would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in English. 


PROPOSALS 

In the State of Assam, there are 5 two-member assembly constituencies in 
each of which one seat is reserved for the scheduled castes, 9 two-member 
assembly constituencies in each of which one seat is reserved for the scheduled 
tribes; and one two-member parliamentary constituency with one seat reserved 
for the scheduled castes in each and one two-member parliamentary constitu¬ 
ency in each of which one seat is reserved for the scheduled tribes. Under sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Two-Member Constituencies (Abolition) Act, 1961, each of these 
constituencies is to be divided into two single-member constituencies. These 
.shall, as far as practicable, he geographically compact areas, and in delimiting 
them, regard shall be had to physical features, existing boundaries of adminis¬ 
trative units, facilities of communication and public convenience. The said sec¬ 
tion further provides that the seat for the scheduled castes or the scheduled tribes 
shall be reserved in that one of the two-single-member constituencies which, in 
the opinion of the Election Commission, has the greater concentration of popula¬ 
tion of the scheduled castes or, as the case may be, of the scheduled tribes. 

2. Having regard to these provisions, it is proposed to divide the two-member 
assembly and parliamentary constituencies and to reserve seats for the scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes as shown in the following statement. The serial 
number, name and extent of each two-member constituency as given in the 
Delimitation of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies Order, 1956, are set 
out in the first two columns of the statement for facility of reference. The seat 
in any constituency after whose name the brackets and letters “(SC)” or “(ST)” 
appear in the third column will be reserved for the scheduled castes in the 
former case and for the scheduled tribes in the latter case.
